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ROOSEVELT SMASHES TAFT 


IN NEW JERSEY PRIMARY;

Oil King on Stand in the 
Waters-Pierce ase, 


Although Given a Grilling, 
Rockefeller Evaded Direct 
Answer to Nearly Every 
Question Put to Him—Un- 
termeyer Loses Patience. 


New York, May 28.—John D. Rocke- 
feller, retired head of the dissolved 
Standard Oi] Company, was placed on 
the witness stand here today to tell 
whether he believed the company had 
been really dissolved under the decree 
of the United States supreme court. 

The alleged millionaire could not be 
induced at al! times to give direct an- 
swers to questions, but made indignant 
denials of al] suggestions that there 
had been any effort to evade the decree 


of the court. 
History of the Fight. 

Mr. Rockefeller appeared as a wit- 
ness in the action brought nominally 
by Missouri to compe! inspectors of the 
election of stockholders of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Company at St. Louis last 
February to vote proxies of the RocKe- 
feller and other Standard Oil interests, 
which had named Standard Oil men as 
officers of the company. The inspectors 
refused on the ground that to do so 
would violate the dissolution decree of 
the spreme court of the United States, 
and of the decision of the Missouri su- 
preme court ousting the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana from the former 
state. The Waters-Pierce interests al- 
leged, in fighting to prevent the Stan- 
dard Oil representatives from gaining 
control of the company, that the man- 
ner in which the Standard interests 
had observed the decree of the United 
States court was “farcical.” 

; Rockefeller Grilled. 

“The richest man in the world” was 
subjected to a grilling by Samuel Un- 
termeyer, counsel for the Waters- 
Pierce interests, that caused the wit- 
ness to pound his fists on the table to 
emphasize his indignant denials of 
pointed questions as to whether the 
decree of the court had been in fact 
carried out. 

“Did you ever have a discussion with 
John D. Archbold as to how the sub- 
sidiaries should be ‘cut loose and still 
held tight”" queried the Waters- 
Pierce attorney. . 

“There never was any thought of 
cutting loose and holding tight,” Mr. 
Rockefeller almost shouted, “I happen 
to know about that.” 

Mr. Rockefeller had previously made 
the statement that he had never read 
the United States supreme court de- 
cree, although he Knew about it “in a 
general way.” 

John D. Dodged. 

Mr. Untermyer had the utmost diffi- 
culty throughout the examination to 
get him to answer questions by “yes” 
or “no.” Mr. Rockefeller persisted in 
giving his own answers in his own 
way, nor could he be induced to change 
his tactics even after Commissioner 
Walter S. Jacobs had instructed him to 
give a direct answer. 

Finding the effort hopeless, the ex- 
amining attorney remarked that if the 
witness were “asked if the gun was 
shining outside Mr. Rockefeller would 
mot give a direct answer. He would 
gay instead that the moon was about 
to rise.” 

Both Mr. Untermeyer and Commis- 
sioner Jacobs found frequent occasion 
to object to “promptings” of George 
W. Murray, Mr. Rockefelier’s personal 
counse], Mr. Untermeyer deciaring that 
he was influencing the witness’ an- 
swers. Mr. Untermeyer drove hard at 
Mr. Rockefeller to get him to explain 
the plan adopted for dissolution of the 
Standard Oi11 Company and how it was 
that the “old company’’ named the di- 
rectors and officers of the segregated 
constituent companies. 

After deciaring he had given the re- 
organization of these companies no at- 
tention and that he had turned his 
Waters-Pierce holdings over to those 
in charge of the reorganization, pbe- 
cause “they knew best what to do,” 
Mr. Rockefeller was asked the question 
as to whether he had discussed a plan 
to “cut loose and hold tight.” 

John D. Uses His Fist. 

It was here that he brought his fist 
down on thé table to emphasize his 
indignant denial. 

“The matter of these reorganizations 


is something I have given no atten-! 


ticn at all,” he added. 

“Then how do you know whether it 
ig being managed so as to cut loose 
art hold tight, if you say you don't 
know anything about, it,” pursued Mr. 
Untermeyer. 

“I think you are making a mistake 
in claiming—-in representing what I 
undertook to say,” replied the witness.

What the Returns Show. 

The figures on these districts, a lit- 
tle more than a sixth of the total, were: 

Taft, 9,220; Roosevelt, 10,150; La 
Follette, 315. 

Figures on the presidential vote were 
practically the same. At the same time, 
Borden D. Whiting, chairman of the 
Republican Progressiv. League, esti- 
mated Colonél Roosevelt’s plurality in 
the whole state at 12,000. 

“I believe,” said Chairman Whiting, 
“that Colonel Roosevelt wil] have every 
one of the 28 delegates elected in this 
state.” 

He declared the sixth congressional 
district was the only one about which 
he had any doubt, and he felt prac- 
tically sure that this also would go to 
Roosevelt.

All Will Be Pledged to Vote 
for Oscar W. Underwood 
for President—Actual Busi- 
ness of Session Will Be Brief.

Georgia’s state democratic conven- 
tion, called for the purpose of select- 
ing delegates to the national demo- 
cratic convention at Baltimore in June 
and for naming presidential electors to 
cast Georgia’s vote for president of tne 
United States, will assemble in the 
Grand Opera house at 12 o'clock noon 


today. 

The convention, which wi'!l be attend- 
ed by approximately 2,900 delegates 
selected by the different counties to 
cast thefr vote, promises to be one of 
the largest, as well as most interest- 
ing, in Georgia's history. 

There are 368 convention votes, each 
county being allowed double the num- 
ber of votes that it has representatives 
in the lower heuse of the general as- 
sembly; and, as is well Known, under 
the state committee rules, all of these 
votes will be cast for delegates who 
will go to Baltimore pledged to Oscar 
W. Underwood, of Alabama, for presi- 
dent of the United States. 

The convention will be called to or- 
der at noon by Chairman W. C. Wright, 
of the state executive committee. 
Temporary organization wil) follow, 
and, upon receipt of the report of the 
committee on credentials, permanent 
organization will be effected, it ig gen- 
erally understood, with Manager G. R. 
Hutchens, of the Underwood campaign, 
in the chair, 

Delegates Here. 

The county delegates did not wait 
until the last minute to come to At- 
lanta. They were as thick as bees in 
the corridors of the hotel Tuesday, 
planning and gossiping—working out 
the question of’ district delegates te 
Baltimore, presidential electors and de- 
ciding who they would indorse for 
delegates-at-large and presidential 
electors-at-large. 

Several of the district conferences 
were held Tuesday among these the 
conferences of the first, second, third 
cgnferenceg of the first, second, third, 
eleventh and twelfth districts that of 
the fifth having already been held Sat- 
urday. The remainder of these district 
conferences will be held Wednesday, in 
advance of the convention, and selec- 
tious made of delegates to Baltimore 
and electors, 

The actual business of the conven- 
tion will be brief, but there is splendid 
chance of the session being drawn out 
should the Watson-Felder contest de- 
velop into any proportions. 

Delegates-at-Large. 

The convention itself will name the 
eight delegates from the state-at-large. 
Following this policy of naming all 
delegates instead of alternates, the dis- 
tricts are each naming four delegates, 
with no alternates, while the conven- 
tion will name eight delegates-at- 
large, likewise without alternates.

TO DEAD CAPTAIN 


Senale Committee Reports on 
Loss of the Titanic 


High Praise for Captain of the 
Carpathia, But Captain of 
the Californian Is Blamed for 
Not Going to Aid of Titanic. 
Medal for Captain Rostron. 


——_— 


Washington, May 28.—Blame for the 
Titanic disaster is chargeable direct- 
ly to the failure of the dead Captain 
Smith to heed repeated warnings of 
icebergs ahead, but responsibility for 
unnecessary loss of Iife must be shared 
by Captain Lord, of the steamship Cal- 
ifornian, through his disregard of dis- 
tress signals. This is the finding of 
the senate committee which investi- 
gated the sinking” of the Titanic, as 


livered by William Alden Smith, of 
Michigan, chairman of the committee. 

Senator Smith declared. that respons- 
ibility also rests upon the British 
Board of Trade, “to whose laxity of 
regulation and hasty inspection the 
world is largely indebted for the aw- 
ful fatality.”” In denouncing Captain 
Lord, of the Californian, the senator 
said the Titanic’s distress signals were 
plainly seen from the deck’ of his ves- 
sel a short distance away. 

America will leave to England the 
chastisement of those guilty, asserted 
the senator, and he quoted British law 
to show that Captain Lord might be 
prosecuted for a misdemeanor. 

Other Conclusions, . 

Other conclusions presented, in prief, 
were as follows: 

Before the Titanic departed on her 
maiden voyage there were not suffi- 
cient tests of boilers, bulkheads, equip- 
ment or signal devices, 

Officers: and crew were strangers to 
each other and not familiar with the 
ship's implements or tools, and no drill 
or station practice took place and no 
helpful discipline prevailed. 

The speed of the Titanic was 24% 
miles an hour at time of the acci- 
dent, although officers of the Titanic 
had been advised of the presence of 
icebergs by the steamships’ Baltic, 
Amerika and Californian. ; 

Passengerg were not advised of dan- 
ger, although Presidént Ismay of the 
White Star line, who was taking the 
vessel's maiden voyage, was informed. 
No general alarm was given nor any

next day he said Darrow gave him a 


the vote of Robert M. Bain, who later 
became the first sworn juror in the 
trial. He said he had known Bain for 
twenty years ang that he had arranged 
for the corruption of the juror. 
An Alleged Conspiracy. 
Franklin followed Geo. N. Lockwood 
on the witness stand. A gruelling cross 
examination of Lockwood by Chief 
Counsel Rogers, of the defense, failed 
tO shake the witness’ original story, 
It accentuated certain facts, however,

The federal government is aiding the 
planters by the issuing of circulars 
giving detailed information econcern- 
ing the planting of emergency crops, 
ana it igs likely that an appeal will be 
made to the national government for 
additional seed. 

Dr. Mayer Newhauser, whe i¢ assist- 
ing in bettering conditions in the Jena 
district, last night said that stock feed 
was needed, but not as badly needed as 
rations for the hundreds of refugees, 
black and white, scattered for miles 
throughout the woods and swamps of 
that vicinity. Rations sent to this sec- 
tion will not arrive before Wednesday.

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SCANDAL BARED. 
IN MURDER CASE 


Jesse W. Land on Trial 
Killing Edward Hughes 


for themselves, and 


Case Goes to Jury Today, One 
Year After Tragedy—Wit- 
nesses Declare Relations Be- 
tween Hughes and Mrs. Land 
Were Intimate. 


Macon, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—One 
year to thé day after he killed Edward 
Hughes, Jesse W. Lane's fate will be 
in the handg of the jury that is to say 
whether he shall be set free or pay the 
penalty for murder. . 

On May 29, 1911, Land shot and kill- 
ed Hughes in front of the latter's 
store in East Macon, declaring that 
Hughes had broken up his home, All 
of the testimony fn the case was taken 
today, and the case will go to the jury 
tomorrow at noon, 

For domestic scandal, no murder 
case ever tried in Bibb county sur- 
passes the Land case, It fairly teemed 
with scandal, which involved Mra. 
Land principally and Hughes incident- 
ally. Mrs. Land, who resides in Vidalla, 
Was present, and heard the testimony 
relative to her character, and appeared 
to take a great interest in the proceed- 
ings. She was not introduced as a wit- 
ness, 

The witnesses for the defense told of 
numerous incidents that would tend to 
show that the relations of Hughes and 
Mrs. Land were intimate. 

Hughes at Land Home, 

Tom Lyle, a witness for the defense, 
who was a boarder at the Land home, 
declared that Hughes often came to 
the Land home, whieh was next to his 
Store, for the purpose of brushing his 
hair, but he would go into a room, and 
that Mrs. Land would follow him and 
ask to be permitted to brush his hair 
for him. The witness said that usually 
he would hear them scuffling about in 
the room. Lyle also testified that he 
saw the tracks of a man and woman 
leading from Land’s back door to an 
outhouse in the rear of the yard. 

In an effort to prove that Mrs, Land’s 
character was not good, the defense in- 
troduced a Mrs. Womack, who declared 
that during the state fair, shortly aft- 
er Land killed Hughes, she saw Mrs. 
Land at the park with different men. 
A lawyer asked Mrs. Womack what 
Mrs. Land was doing, and the witness 
said: “I won't tell.” 


The testimony of Press Rogers, a 


witness for the defense, was interest- | 


ing. He said that one day he and 
Hughes were standing at Fourth and 
Mulberry streets, and that Mrs. Land 
passed. When Hughes saw her, the 
witness said, he winked and made a 
remark that would tend to show. thet 
he had been intimate with Mrs. Land. 

Land himself was on the stand dur- 
ing the afternoon, and testified that, 
in company with his brother, he stop- 
ped Hughes in front of the latter’s 
store on Mey 29, and Hughes asked 
him if he was sore at him. 

Land says he replied: “You are the 
cause of me and my wife breaking up,’ 
and that Hughes replied: “I-don't see 
ho wthat can be.” Then, when Hughes 
made a motion toward his hip-pockKet, 
said Land, he pulled his pistol] and shot 
him. 

It developed in. the testimony, how- 
ever, when Hugh®s’ body was search- 
ed no waepon was found about him. 
Hughes’ wife was a witness for the} 
state, and she told of Hughes’ dying 
statement, declaring that he said Land 
had killed him without giving him a 
chance to explain.

DR. GILBERT EXPLAINS 
WHAT HE REALLY MEANT 


Dr. W: L. Gilbert, president of the 
board of health, who has been quoted 
as remarking at a meeting of the board 
Monday afternoon that he “would not 
give 5 cents for any engineer in At- 
lanta,” says that his remark only re- 
ferred to engineers in connection with 
the particular kind of a garbage plant 
that is wanted by the city. 

“I did not for a moment mean to cast 
any reflection on the engineers of At- 
lanta,” he states, “for I and everybody 
else know that no city in the country 
has any better engineers. What I 
meant to convey by my remark was 
that I did not believe there was any 
engineer in the city who could give us 
such an expert opinion which we 
wanted about modern garbage plants.’ 

Dr. Gilbert says that the J. A. For- 
syth Company has not yet put up its 
certified check for $5,000, as required 
by the board, and that the committee 
does not feel like proceeding with the 
selection of a Sanitary engineer and 
expert until the check is up.

WHETHER CUBA 


tates Will Protect 


Americans on the Island, 


If Americans Are in Danger, 
the United States Will Take 
Steps to Give Protection 
Without Waiting to Get Per- 
mission From Cuba. 


Washington, May ,28.—The question 
|of whether any American marines and 
sailors would be sent to the interior of 
Cuba for the protection of American 
lives and property was answered 
specifically at the state department to- 
day as follows: 

“If a commander of an American 
force now on the island eees or hears 
of a Cuban holding his machete over 
the heaq of an American, he certainly 
is not to enter negotiations with Cuba 
and question Washington as to 
whether he shal] stop it or not.” 

Now that President Taft has replied 
to the message of protest sent by 
President Gomez, this government is 
confident that with a clearer under- 
standing of the purpose of the Ameri- 
can military forces in Cuban waters, 
there will be no further objection to 
the disposition of ships and men for 
the protection of all interests. 


Cuba Was Notified, 

Cuba was officially notified as early 
as last Friday that it would be the 
purpose of the United States to con- 
centrate a naval force in Cuban 
waters. 

Officials here believe that President 
Gomez was aware of the intentions of 
the United States even before he re- 
ceived from.the United States minister, 
Mr. Beaupre, notice of the approaching 
rendezvous of the fleet at Key Weat. 
President Gomez's public protest is 
taken here to have been a move cal- 
culated to assure the Cuban people 
that he was not seeking to maintain 
his administration in power through 
American influence. 

The naval transport Prairie, which 
left the Philadelphia navy. yard Thurs- 
day night with 700 marines aboard for 
the United States naval. station at 
Guantanamo, arrived there early today, 
according to a radio report received at 
the navy department. 

Negroes Are Theatening. 


The precautions taken to protect 
American and other foreign interests 
in Cuba have been amply justified in 
the judgment of the state department, 
based upon the report8 that have been 
received from many sources, and es- 
pecially from the owners of planta- 
tions and sugar mills and iron mines 
and other industries. 

One fact vindicating the state de- 
partment’s action In asking for naval 
protection of American interests is 
the threatening attitude of the rebels. 
According to information, apparently 
reliable, that comes to the depart- 
ment, the insurgents are becoming 
desperate and Estenoz, their leader, 
fleclares that if President Gomez does 
not secure the repéal of the Morua 
law, prohibiting the organization of a 
strictly negro party in Cuba, he and 
the other leaders will demand contri- 
butions from the railroads and from 
the owners of estates, in order to pro- 
long the conflict and will destroy the 
property of those who refuse. 


To Patrojl Cuban Coast. 


As the idea has been broached that 
the rebels are calculating upon mak- 
ing an easy escape from Cuba to other 
West Indian jslands, in the event that 
they are too closely pressed by the 
government troops, it is proposed by 
some of the naval officers here, if 
they are called upon to take an active 
part in the trouble, to cut off the re- 
treat of such fugitives by a thorough 
boat patrol of every inch of the east- 
ern coast of Cuba. 

One of the Cuban generals in Ori- 
ente estimates the number of armed 
rebels in the field at between three 
and four thousand, and that perhaps 
six or seven thousand unarmed negro 
revolutionists are roaming in the pro- 
vince waiting developments. 

So far, according to official advices, 
the rebels have taken forcibly $6,000 
in money and have destroyed by fire 
fully $80,000 worth of sugar cane. 


NEGROES BURN SUGAR CANS 
ON AN AMERICAN PLANTATION 


Santiago, Cuba, May 28-—A body of 
insurgents today burned 8,000 tons of 
sugar cane, many cars and other prop- 
erty on the Marcos Sanchez plantation, 
in the vicinity of Guantanamo. The 
American Fidelity Company was the 
owner.

FOR BATTLESHIP NEBRASKA

KNOX IN A CLASH 
WITH WICKERSHAM 


Secretary of State Asks Presi- 
dent Taft to Stop the Suit 
Against Coffee Trust. 


Washington, May 28.—Secretary of 
'State Knox has recommended to Presi- 
dent Taft that the civil anti-trust guit 
against the “coffee trust” be with- 
drawn because of possible complica- 
tions with Braada]. 

This disagreement in the cabinet be- 
tween the secretary of state and At- 
torney General Wickersham as to the 
propriety o¢ attacking the Brazilian 
valorization scheme in Americar 
courts became known today. 

President Taft, however, has not yet 
accepted the suggestion and the at- 
torney general continues his prepara- 
tions pursue the matter in the 
courts, 

As the issue centers about a foreign 
state, Secretary Knox regards the 
problem as one for settlement by di- 
plomacy and not for treatment in the 
Uniteq States courts. He represented 
to the president that international} 
courtesy should direct the American 
government to retract its steps and 
aismiss the court proceedings. 

The attitude of Mr. Knox was known 
to Senor DeGama, the Brazillan ambas- 
sador, when he caustically criticised 
the course of the department of jus- 
tice at the Pan-American banquet in 
New York last night. In all proba- 
bility it is said no official notice will 
be taken of the ambassador's remarks. 

Neither the attitude of the state de- 
partment nor the denial today by the 
New York circuit court of the govern- 
ment's motion for a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining any disposition of the 
coffee stored in New York is deterring 
the department of justice, where, it is 
declared, the case will be pushed to 
conclusion. 

It is maintained by the government 
attorneys that the fact that a foreign 
state is a party to the contracts which 
are alleged to be illegal offers no 
protection to those who carry them out 
in this country.

The bill 
carries approximately $119,000,000.

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VEIL IS LIFTED FROM LIFE 
OF O. HENRY BY BIOGRAPHER, 
WHO IS VISITING ATLANTA 


A brief vision of the departed O. 
Henry, the greatest short story writer 
of modern times, came to Atlantans for’ 
a short time Tuesday. 

While it lasted, pictures of the shy 
author as he lived and wrote were 
given by one who saw them in the 
making. 


Peyton Steger, representative of 
Doubleday, Page & Co., the publishers, 
who was one of O. Henry's most intimate 
friends, stopped over in Atlanta Tues- 
day. He had been to Texas, where 
for several months he visited the old 
haunts of Porter. 

Few of the many thousands who have 
read and reread the whimsical, true- 
to-life stories of O. Henry know that 
he was once a cartoonist, and a good. 
one. Few. others know that he once 
edited and wrote a paper which he also 
illustrated with quaint and original 
drawings, and that from the age of 14 
he was constantly writing. 

That he was extraordinarily shy is 
known. That his generosity was im- 
his knowledge of human na- 
ture almost past understanding, and his 
humor most whimsical are also known, 
but never before until today has the 
general public been thrown so. in- 
timately in touch with the dead .au- 
thor, of whom his friend and historian 
tells. 

“Some day, when O. Henry has at- 
tained the popularity which his work | 
deserves, I intend writing a history of 
his life,” said Mr. Steger. “Today we 
are publishing the literature of to- 
morrow, and when tomorrow comes I 
believe that Porter's work will stand 
urtouched by time. I have known him 
from the time he came to New York, 
and recently I've been going over his 
old trails. 

Wrote Novel at 14. 

“O. Henry, whose real name was Wil- 
liam Sidney Porter, was born in North 
Carivlina. When he wag vet a boy he 
Segun to write, and at his old home t 
found a b:cod-and-thunder story writ- 
ten by him at the age of 19 and a 
complete novel written at 14. 

“After maturity he decided to go to 
Texas, and I found his letters of rec- 
ommendation, written by his towns- 
men in North Carolina. One of them I 
remember especially. It was composed 
by the town clerk and sworn to and 
subscribed before a justice of the peace. 
It extolled his virtues as a drug clerk 
and as a man, as did a number of other 
epistles written by less prominent citi- 
zens. 

“He went to Austin, Texas, where he 
became a drug clerk. Deciding that 
the life was not suited to him, he be- 
came a sheepherder, then returned to 
Austin and became a draftsman in a 
land -office. About that time he ran 
away with a girl whose mother want- 
ed her to marry a rich man who Is 
now running an engine in a hotel, and 
married her. Politics caused him to 
lose hig position as draftsman, and he 
beeame a bank clerk. 

“The Rolling Stone.” 

“Just at that time he had an oppor- 
tunity to buy a printing press and 
some type. In this way The Rolling 
Stone, probably the most unique publi- 
cation ever written in America, was 


started on an original outlay of $259. 
The Rolling tSone was published once 
a week, most of the time, and was 
written and illustrated by O. Henry 
ulone. Even then, examples of the) 
quaint humor which today makes his 
stories so popular cropped out. I man- 
aged to resurrect sixty-two old copies 
of this publication on my trip, and 
every one of them is full of just such 
stories as that of the Boston desperado. 

“Never heard of the Boston despera- 
do? Well, according to the best of 
my remembrance, Porter's story was 
something like this: 

“*The bar room was crowded in the 
Roaring bar. Even the saloon cat was 
exhibiting signs of being alive. It 
was nearing the cheerful small hours, 
and the crowd wag roaring. The door 
flew open. Instinctively the mob of 
ranting spirits cowered and quaked in 
their shoes. It was a bad man, and his 
badness was written over all his di- 
lapidated habiliments. Even a stray 
large toe, peeping from a battered 
shoe, displayed signs of wickedness. 
The stranger swept the crowd with a 
single glance, the glance of a master. 
Avain the crowd shivered, but the bad 
man was evidently in a merciful hu- 
mor. For that the gods were praised. 

“‘He stalked to the counter and 
roared to the crowd behind him, 
Exery man in the mob lined up beside 
tim, anxious to do his bidding. 

‘Every man in the crowd drinks on 
me, he loudly proclaimed, and woe be- 
tide he who was backward in accept- 
ing the proffered hospitality. Again 
he looked to see that all were drinking, 
and suddenly he paled. 

“‘Over in a dark corner a pale, puny 
little man of no more than ninety 
pounds weight was regarding him 
steadily. Their glances crossed. Quiet- 
ly the Bad Man threw down the gold 
for the drinks upon the counter ana 
softly he edged toward the door. 
With an apprenensive giance, he Siip- 
ped outside and breathed a sigh of re- 
iief, formetful of tne untouched drink 
behind him.

Ducks Ferry to Lunch.

The Great Columbus Day. 


(From Leslie’s.) 

Washington, on June 8, will have a 
celebration which will be of interna- 
tional interest. On that day and in that 
city the Knights of Columbus will 
dedicate a memorial to the great 
Genoese whose name they bear. It is 
expected that 100,000 of the Knights, 
with representatives from every state 
and from Porto Rico, Alaska, Hawali 
and the Philippines, will be present at 
the ceremonies. 

It is fitting that the greatest nation 
of the western hemisphere should erect 
in its capital this memorial to its dis- 
coverer. The year of his exploit forms 
the. dividing line between two eras of 
the world’s history. While the fall of 
the Roman empire marks the end of 
the ancient period and the beginning 
of the medieval age, the discovery of 
the western hemisphere ushers in. the 
modern period. Columbus did more 
than “give a new world to Castile and 
Leon.” He nervedi Da Gama on the 
voyage which led to the opening of 
the water route to India, sent explorers 
across every sea on the globe, gave a 
Kreat impetus to trade, to invention 
and to learning, and exerted a pro- 
found influence in the entire sphere of 
human affairs. For vastness of scope 
and beneficence of consequences, his 
exploit. transcends every other achieve- 
ment in the world’s annals. 

At Chicago, in 1893, the United States 
celebrated, by a world’s fair, the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discov- 
ery of Aimerica. We are now building, 
at Panama, a canal which will carry 
out the idea expressed by Balboa, one 
of Columbus’ friends, who urged the 
building of a short cut between the 
two great oceans across the isthmus 
which he discovered in 1513. There are 
now 160,000,000 people on the hemi- 
sphere to which Columbus directed the 
world’s attention. More inhabitants 
are in the country which is about to 
set up a memorial to him than were 
in all Europe and Asia when he was 
alive. And the three tiny craft in 
which Columbus made this voyage, 
which was a turning point in the 
world’s history, were no larger than 
the lifeboats which were carried by 
the Titanic.

The flock that produced them are stiil 
on hand, eating as much. as they did in 
the hatching season. Eggs for setting 
purposes are down to, sometimes, less 
than half price. On the open market 
they can only be sold at a small profit 
Feed has not gone down in price. The 
yards and runs are filled with fowls 
that must be sold in order to reduce 
the exnenses and rtaske room for the 
youngsters. ’ 

Now, there are some folks who think 
that they mus®@ stop their ads, because 
business is so dull that they cannot 
afford to keep an ad in a paper. There 
are poultry mer of limited exverience 
the men who do not think. They re- 
mind me of a man-in a ship. It Was 
his first trip. There was a  larg3 
steamer approaching the vessel he was 
on. He took up a spy glass to 100K at 
the zreat ship. He put the glass down 
and said to an old sailor: “Why that 
is only a very small ship.” “You are 
mistaken,” said the Jolly Tar, laugh- 
inz. “Why man you were lookin: 
through the wrong end of the spy 
lass,” 

Keep Up the Advertisement. 

There never was a time in the povl- 
try business when someone did not 
Want either a good cock or a hen, or 
a setting of eg-s. So if you do not 
agree with me, you are at the wrong 
end of your spy glass. Change ens 
with your glass. Try an ad in The 
Constitution poultry column and yor 
wil: get rid of part, at least, of your 
furplug stock, pay for the ad and help 
yuo to feed the deadheads. 

Keep an eye on the old poultry men 
—the men who have made large sums 
breeding poultry. I know a _ poultry- 
man, and | am sure that you do, too, 
who has built up a very large business 
and is making money. today. This 
poultry man to my Knowledge has had 
a page or half-page running in The 
Southern Poultryman, of Dallas, Texas, 
ever since it was published in Macon, 
Ga., about fifteen years ago. I do not 
believe that he has missed a single 
humber. He has steadily kept his 
name before the people. It has been 
tu him like a savings bank, only he is 
getting more than 4 per cent interest 
on his investment.

Prepare for Next Year.

Feed them only enough to keep 
them growing, and not enough to fat- 
ten them. 

Everyone at thig season needs an 
Outing, so do your chickens. Your 
outing will cost you perhaps a goodly 
sum of money—but it will be money 
well spent. On the other hand, the 
pullets will get as much good out of 


their outing as you did out of yours, | 


and then pay their own, and the ex- 
penses of the cockerels, even though 
they are forced to put up at different 
hotels. 

Now you, on looking over the flock, 
will almost invariably find that you 
will need a cockerel, or a pullet in or- 
der to match up and more perfectly 
fit the fowls in each or some of your 
runs.

There ig no way on earth that 
I can think of to solve this problem, 
except that you let people know your 
wants by an ad in tne papers,so watch 
the poultry ad departments.

Cleaned Miles of Slums. 

In the June American Magazine ap- 
pears an interesting article about 
Anna Murphy, who was appointed 
ward superintendent of the twenty- 
ninth, one of Chicago's worst wards. 
Working with an inadequate appro- 
priation against incredible odds, Miss 
Murphy cleaned and scrubbed. ten 
square miles of territory. Following 
is an extract from the article: 

“When Miss Anna Murphy passed 
the civil service examination that ef- 
titled her to become one of the ward 
superintendents of Chicago, she might 
well have been appalleq when she was 
assigned to the twenty-ninth ward. 
Perhaps it was with some idea of cry- 
ing out’ the woman Who had implied 
that street cleahing was not necessari- 
ly. men’s business, that she was given 
the langest, dirtiest and most un- 
healthy ward in the entire city. 

“A year has passed since Anna Mur- 
phy took charge of her vast district, 
much yet remains to be done, but, any- 
one will tell you that she has accom- 
plished wonders. To do so she has 
worked hard. Every morning at 7 
she has been at her office, starting out 
from -fifteen to sixty men on their 
rounds. Big, burly fellows most of 
them are, vet their discipline is the 
least of her troubles. ‘I have men 
working for me,’ she said, ‘so good and 
faithful I'd fight through the city hall 
to keep them with me,’ 

“When she is asked how she won 
their allegiance she says thoughtful- 

, ‘I have always tried to make them 
we were working in a common 
And I let them know’ when I 
leased.’ 
his is an age when women are in-

as to their right to engage in the new 
occupations will not rest on either 
argument nor prejudice, there is al- 
ways in the end but one test: the 
quality of the work itself.

Hen’s Average 70 Eggs a Year. 
In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside is published a report of an 
Orio farmer in which he says that his 
poultry operations fora year show how 
the keeping of hens ad selling of 
eggs on too many farms is merely 
swapping one dollar for another. On 
the general subject of profits ‘nr the 
egg business, the article says: 

“Statistics gathered by departments 
of agriculture in several states show 
that the average egg production per 
hen is stil] under seventy e@gs a year 
in those states. If the eggs are sold 
at an average price of 25 cents per 
dozen, this egg yield lacKs considerab e 
of paying the cost of the feed con- 
sumed avhile growing the pullets to 
producing age and feeding them during 
the year of production. Unquestiona- 
bly some of the flocks thus kept get 
enough of subsistence from grain that 
would otherwise be wasted, and pre- 
vent actual loss. In other cases there 
is actual loss wy. keeping hens.”

He claims tw 
have tried it—once.

COTTON REGAINED 
PART OF ITS LOSS 


Covering of Spots and Demand 
From Trade Sources 
Factors. 


New York, May 28.—The cotton mar- 
Ket recovered part of yesterday's loss 
Guring today’s trading and closed 
Steady at a net advance of 7 all points. 

The market opened steady at un- 
changed prices to an advance of 3 
points, in response to rather better ca- 
Biles than looked for. Showers re- 
ported in the eastern belt were con- 
sidered favorable, and the official fore- 
casts for further showers in that sec- 
tion of the country, with lower tem- 
Peratures in the west, received favor- 
able comment, but the market continu- 
ed to improve after the opening on 
Covering of spots and a moderate de- 
Mand from’ trade sources. Slight reces- 

ions occurred from time to time, as 
avorable private crop advices reached 
the trade, or early buyers turned for 
profits, but the general tendency of 
the market was upward until in the af- 
ternoon active positions sold about 11 
to 12 points above the closing figures 
of last night. Realizing checked the 
advance at this level and subsequent 
fluctuations were somewhat irregular, 
but the close was within two or three 
points from the top. Reports that hot 
winds were damaging the crops in 
Texas and Oklahoma seemed to help 
the advance during the middle of the 
day, but apprehensions in this respect 
were relieved, to some extent, by the 
forecast for lower temperatures. 

The weekly report of the weather 
bureau read rather unfavorably as to 
conditions in the west, but was favor- 
able as to the bulk of the eastern belt, 
and, characterized by local traders as 
about a stand-off. 

Spot houses were considerable buy- 
ers during the day, leading to talk of 
an improved demand from spinners, 
and the advance was encouraged, to 
some extent, by reports of relatively 
steady southern spot markets. Aside 
from the buying by spot interests, the 
d@emand was said to come chiefly from 
recent sellers and the apparent dis- 
position of shorts to take moderate 
profits, was attributed partly to un- 
certainty that the official condition 
figures would be as high as the pri- 
vate report of yesterday, and the fact 
that Thursday will be holiday in the 
local market.

New York, May 28.—Today’s session 
on the stock exchange differed from 
that of the preceding day only on the 
Sense that it was duller and bore un- 
interesting. The resumption of busi- 
ness in London and on the continent 
after the triple holiday was of little 
avail here; in fact, business in the for- 
eign markets Wag not more active than 
here. Some of the matters to which 
Wall street gave more or less consid- 
eration in the course of the day were 
the New Jersey presidential primaries, 
a proposed far-reaching adjustment 
of western freight rates. the refusal of 
the United States circuit court for this 
district to make permanent the tem- 
porary injunction recently granted@ the 
government restraining further sales 
of ‘‘valorized” coffee, yet another ad- 
vance in copper and the official week- 
ly weather report. The latter was in 
some respects the most important de- 
velopment of the day, because it out- 
lined a general condition decidedly 
more favorable than was entertained 
a fortnight ago.

Steamer Carpathia’s officers and 
for the rescue of the Titanic survivors 
Were expressed in a joint resolution 
passed today by the senate. The house 
will take prompt action. The resolu- 
tion is the first of three measures in- 
troduced by Senator Smith, of Michi- 
gan, following his gpeech in the sen- 
@te today, and the presentation of his 
feport on the investigation of the Ti- 
tanic disaster. 
* The resolution directs the president 
“to cause to be made and presented to 
Captain Rostron, of the 
Suitable gold medal appropriately in- 
ecribed, which shall express the high 
estimation in which congress holds the 
Service of this officer, to whose 
promptness and vigilance was due the 
rescue of 374 women and children and 
$330 men.” 

This honor is one reserved for not- 
able achievements. Only a few times 
in the history of the United States has 
that dignity been conferred upon an 
individual. A long hard fight was 
Made before this honor was paid to 
Captain Peary fon his discovery of tne 
North Fole. Probably never before has 
the thanks of congress been conferred 
upon the subject of another govern- 
ment. That the course followed by 
Captain Rostron was “deserving of the 
highest praise and worthy of special 
Tecognition,’ is set forth in the com- 
mittee report. His efficiency and 
courage and the promptness he showed 
in reaponding to the distress signa] of 
the sinking Titanic, is made to appear 
tm sharp contrast to that of Captain 
Lord, of the Callfornian whose ship 
Was less than twenty miles away.
